Mean  day  tanperature  was  56.6  degrees  and  the  moan  night 
temperature  was  44.1  degrees,  both  about  the  average. 

The  warmest  month  v;as  August  idth  a mean  day  temperature  of  7^*6 
degrees  and  a mean  night  temperature  of  55*^  degrees,  being  3 degrees' 
above  the  average. 

The  coldest  month  was  February  mth  an  average  maximura  temperature 
of  35.8  degrees  and  a minimum  of  28.3  degrees.  Generally,  this  was  the 
coldest  month  in  England  and  Wales  since  l895>  ^T-d,  in  Fowey,  it  was 
10.7  degrees  below  the  average  tanperature  for  that  month. 

The  warmest  day  was  August  l8th.  with  a tanperature  of  85  degrees, 
being  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  the  screen. 

The  coldest  night  was  J anuar^^  29th.  «vhen  a tanperature  of  I8 
degrees  was  recorded. 

Frost  was  registered  on  12  days,  hail  on  6 days,  fog  on  19  day's, 
thunder  on  6 days  and  snovir  on  12  days  with  the  heaviest  fall  on  January

HOUSING, 


The  post-war  building  prograrnnio  has  been  carried  on  throughout 
the  year.  Up  to  Decanber  31  st,  t'welve  Council  Houses  have  been  completed 
and  two  private  dvirellings. 


WATER. 

The  supply  throughout  the  Borough  area  has  been  sati  sf  actory^  both 
in  quantity  and  quality.  There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  s^sten. 

Periodic  bacteriologi-cal  examinations  of  the  raw  water  have  been 
carried  out.  In  a few  instances  there  was  evidence  of  slight  contamination 
by  excremental  organisms  and^  in  such  cases^  the  source  in  question  was  cut 
out  of  supply  until  subsequent  analysi.s  gave  a satisfactory  report. 
Meanvirhile  chlorination  was  carried  out  as  a routine.
